Then the chalr of the owanger Empriss
was bronght to the dosrway of the templa
of the Giodiless of Mercy, on the east side
of the plaza, and the Dowager Empress an-
penred. Amid o great shuffling of attend-
nnts she proceeded Into the temple on tha
arms of two officials, followed by a com-
pany of Buddhist pricsta bearing offerings.

The spectators then heard the booming of
the temple bell.  After an intervals of five
mitutes the Domager Empress reappenred,
Standing in the donrway of the temple sha
Jdookod vpward,  Ddrectly overhead were the
German Minlster, Dr. Mumm von Schwartz-
Elein, the secrctares of the German Lega-
tion, the ofMicers and ladies from the Amer-
fcan garrison, and the corresgondent of the
Associated Pross

The Dowager Empress suw the forelgners
and bowed low. She advanced a few qteps
and bowed agai fn acknowledgment of the
salutations of the foreigners.  She returned
to her chair, looking upward to the semi-

The two arches at the sides of the anclent
Eateway framed hundreds of faces of Chi-
nese coolies, who, emboldened by the pros-
ence of forelgners, ventured to gaze upon
their rilers, This incident constituted a
mo=t. sharp conirast with the old regime,
when nelther diplomats nor natives were
permitted to view the passage of royal per-

oniges nlong the streets,

The expression of the Dowager Empress
scemed almost appesling ux  she faced
those who had humbled her and brought
her down from her former arrogance, and
this confirmed the Impression that she was
returning to Pekin with anxicty for her
safety.

Owl car scrvice was inaugurated on the
Eighteentlh street Iine by the Transit Come-
pany this morning for the first tme in the
history of the road. The order was 12=usd
after the Introduction of a resolution by
Delegate Kinney in the lower house of the
Munletpal Assembly

Carsa will depart from Fourth Pine
streets on the even hours after 12 o'clock,
and until the regular service slarts in the
morning. Cars depart from the northwist-
orn terminus of the Hne Praicie avenue and
Hebert strect, at 130, v 340 and 4:30
o'clock, making the time of each trip one-
half an hour.

New rules have been adopted hy the
Transit Company and posted In the cars
and at the barns for the benefit of the em-
ployes which are expécted to avold much
trouble that has been experienced by rea-
son of the tralnmen getting into disputes
and altercatlons with pusscengers,

Motormen will not be permitted to
the controller handle for any other purpose
thun to operate the motor, under penalty
of losing thelr positions. They are not to
engiaee in disputes with passengers, and are
to always be polite to the patrons of tho
road. If there are any complaints made
they are instructed to refer them to the
officials of the company, and not atte mpt
a settlement themselvos,

Fire engines are glven the right-of-way
over all cars by a new order that was is-
sued yesterday, and motormen are  in-
structed o slow their speed to a rate not
excecding four miles an hour when passing
an engine-house, Another order is issued
warning the tralnmen to heed all signals
that indlcate danger, and to bring their
cars to a gtop as quick as possthle, and not
ta procecd untll the conductor hay ascer-
tained that the way is clear.

In the office of Chicf of the Fire Depart-
ment SBwingley, General Manager Jdu 1ont
and Assistant General Mamiger Grant of
the Bt. Louis Transit Company wyesterday
discussed means to prevent accidents 1o
firemen and the damaging of fire apparatus
by street cars. The conference was vx-
eccutive, The representatives of the com-
pany promised the Chlefl to lssue {nstiuc-
tlons to motormen that will. they hope, re-
inove, prebability of accldent,

& FIRE APPARATUS GIVEN
RIGHT-OF-WAY OVER CARS.

Rules regulating the running of
cars by engine-houscs and In the
presence of fire apparatus huave been
izsued by the Transit company to its
employes as follows:

“The Fire Department has the
right-of-way at all crossings.

“When passing fire engine-houses
motormen must slow their cars down
to a speed not exceeding four miles
an hour.

“When motormen obsgerve flre ap-
paratuus crossing the street, It will
be their duty to bring their cars to a
full stop bafore crossing said street,
as other apparatus may be follow-
ing the first one, and shall not start
up again until the conductor shull go
ahead of the car, and give him eignal
that the way Is clear,

“In all cascs where persons get out
in the middle of an intersecting
street and flag the car, It is an indi-
cation that there iz danger, and the
motorman must bring his car to a
full stop before crossing sald street,
and he shall recelve a signal from
the conductor, same &as in rule 3.

They entered one of the elevators and
the dog followed unobserved by the con-
auctor until the cage had begun the ascent.
The conductor then notified the actor that
it was agalnst the rules to permit dog= In
the bullding, nnd n=ked that it be removed.
Bonifiwce jokingly told the boy he was at
to remove the dog himself Hf he
desired. Bonlface says the dog is as harm-
less and gentle as a kitten, but {ts ap-
pearance Is at wide varlance with the repu-
tatlon given It by Its master.

Mrs. Binninger was about 37 vears old.
Ehe was the widow of Henry Biuninger,
who was shocked to death by electricity
at Buff & | ‘s mineral water factory one
yoar ago,  Sinee her hushand's death, Mrs.
Blnninger has constantly be ovier tho
untimely removal of her life companion and
her children suy has many times threaten-
eid to follow himi to his grave by her own
band. Her son belteves her mind wias un-
balanced at times.

“Mother was either in an extremely hap-
py or a despondent mood,” he suld. “*Whon
In the former condition she often told us
that she could sce and talk to futher. We
attributed this to mental abiby n, Im-
medintely afterward sbe would relupse fnto
a state of melancholla fromawhich we had
great trouble In awakenfng her

About one month ago., the =on stalea he
detected, upon returning from his work, a
pecullar odor In the house. Fustenlug to
his mother's room, he suys, he found her
Iylng on a bed, holding to her nostrile a
handkerchief saturated with chloroform.
Bnatching the handkerehief from his moth-
er, he snmmoned a phy=ician, who with 1it-
tla difficuity counternotod  the effiet
fumes hmd taken, and son restoped Mrs,
Benninger to consclousnes=s2, Taler she wus
able to prepare his evening moeal, promising
her children never again to attempt to end
her life.

Daughter's Premonltlon Saved IMer.
Three weeks later Miss Hilda Binninger
was visiting at a neighbor's, when, she de-
clares, a premonition thal something was
wrang caus~d her to husten home, to find
her mother inhaling through a rubber hose
fumes from the gus jet.

After the usual restoratives had been
applied she recovered and expressed a de-
sire to live. Monday evening Mrs. Ben-
ninger and the two children wern at the
supper table and the mother appeared in
unusually happy spirits.

*“In fuct,” says Miss Hennlnger, “she was
the jolliest of all three, We visited Mr.
and Mrs. Benediet, wha llve next door, ond
the thought that mother was probably then
contemplating  self-destructlon never oo
curred to us. We retired about 10 o'clos .
I sleep with my mother and it must huye
becn about 4 or § o'clock when i heard or
thought T heard a voloe calling to me to
get up. I also thought 1 felt some one touch
my shoulder. Jumping to my fect my first
thought was of mother. I called to her, but
recelved no answer.

Hand Was Limp and Jey.

“Taking hold of her hand T tried to
Aarouse her, but the hand fell from mine,
It was ley cold and T thougbt mother was
dend, and the thought thut T had been
sleeping by her corpse for porsibly several
hours thoroughly frightencd me, and [
called Mr. Benediet and Mra. Benadist
When she came In Mrs. Benedlet told me'
my mother was dend.

“We all thought she was and the under-
tnker was sent for. When he found that
there was a little life left we all falt very
happy, for we thought she would be with
us a while longer. She was so0 good to her
children and only. worry over father's
death could have prompted her to do it

Mrs. Binninger was in comfortable cir-
cumstances, owning the home In which zhe
lived, and it Is sald cams into possession of
a snug insurance policy upon the dea
her husband. o &

Room 1n which the safeblowers' victime
wera guarded

A gang of masked desperadoes bound
and gagged Lee Phlipot and A. J. Eastep,
the two night watchmen, and Le W, Clark,
ths night fireman at the Natlonal Stock
Yarls® Exchange bullding, East St. Louls,
night and then, leaving one of
their number to guard them, tha others en-
tereld the Exchange building and, after
crackifig off the vault door, used dynamite
on & burglar-proof safe, wrecking it, and
cariled off the greater portlon of lts con-
tents:

Last evening €. G. Knox, ths president of
tho sild that tha loss was about
LA he robbery was carefully planned
and was desporately executed. It is not
leinitely known how meny men were in the
Flve men wero scin, and the watch-
men belfeve that there wns ancither. The
rohbery savors of the old-time border tales,

i'rom siatemerts by the wictims of the
robbers, it is thought that thea band, or at
lesist members of it, have bern hanging
arvund the yards for a week or longer, as
all three of tha men suy that they were
called by name, and Watchman FPhlipot,
who is a hero of San Juan Hill, was munde
uncomfortable for awhile becauss of this
fact. The roblera practically had posses-
ston of the Exchange bullding for the en-
ire night, as it wus almo=t ¢ a. m. before
the alsrm was given.

Lee I'hilpot, the night watchman nt the
Stock Yards, was the first one captured. He
wns erossing a bridge near the Exchange
bu!lding shortly after 7 p. m. when he was
called by name by two men who stood In
the shidow of the Exchange bullding.
Thinking that the men were frlends who
had something to tell him, Phlipot hurried
to them. As he neared the bullding he
saw the forms of severnl other men. At
the seme time hes was confronted with two
revolvers and was told to hold up his
hands. He dld not comply with the order
quick enough and was struck on the buck
of the head withh a billy. This partinlly
stunned Wim and his revolver was taken.
He was then taken into the stereotyping
department of the Stock Yards' Reporter,
where hils hands and feet were bound and
he was gageed and blindfolded with a
towel. One of the men stood guard over
him. 1

At midulzht, A. J. Estepp, the assistant
night watchman, crossed the street In front
of the engine-room to make kis rounds of
the yvards. o carried a lantern. Suddenly
te was selzed, the lantern was extinguished
and when he regained his s=cattered senses
he found himself lying by the slde of Phil-
pot. He was nlso bound and Eagged.

Clark, the night fireman, was the next
man captured. Three of the robbers en-
tered the engine-room just as Clark was
finishing his midnight lunch. They were
masked and thesea ara the only men of
whom a good description was obtained.
They told Clark to s=urrender. Instead
Clark showed fight and for several minutes
the quartet strugsgled sll over the engine-
room. Clark, although a little man, gave
the robbers a hard fight and tried to tear
off their masks. After striking him on the
head with the butt ends of thelr revolvers
until he was unconsclous they led him to
the room In which Phllpot and Eastep were
confined. There they told him to remaln.
ALL THREE PRISONERS
HEARD TERRIFIC EXPLOSION,

Half an hour after Clark was taken
prisoner the trio heard a loud explosiun.
The guard left the room for a short while
and then reéturned with a warning to the
men not to move, He stayed there a short
tme longer and departed agaln. He did
this three times and then departed and
did not return,

It was almost an hour before the men felt
sure that he would not return, and then
Clark manag«=d to move over to Eastep and
unbind his hands, Eastep then guickly
liberated his companion and the trio has-
tened to the bank in the Exchange building,
It was then 3:40 a. m. The work of the
robbers was visible everywhere. Pleces of
heavy steel, stiver and gold coln and slivers
of wood were scattered about on the floor
and told plainly the story of how the safe
blowers had used dynamite on the safe,
Charles T. Jones, general manager of the
stock yards, was called up over the tele-
phone and was told of the robbery. Rob-
ert Monroe, Superintendent of Police at
the stock yards, who was at the Natlonal
Hotel, miso was Informed of the robbery,
and he called for the East St. Louis pollce
and notifled the St. Louis Police Depart-
ment.

A scene of wreckage and disorder met
the eyes of Mr. Jones and Mr., Knox when
they arrived at the Exchange bullding. In
the meantime, Deputy Sheriffs J. J. Kane
and John Suess arrived at the bank and
questioned the three men closely concern-
ing the robbers and théir actions. Sherifr
John Kickham of Belleville arrived on the
first car shortly before daylight, but sll of
the questioning and the gearch by the offi-
cers resulted in finding not a single clew
which might lead to the identity of the
eafe-blowers.

Two Watchmen and a Fireman Beaten and Bound With Ropes—Held Captives While Robbers TLood
Vaunlt of $3,600—Joint Efforis of Private Detectives and Police Officials Have Not Devel-
Paper Over

Dynamited safe and demolished vault af
the Natlonal Stock Yards Hank.

Yards Company nll worked {in harmony
with the Bheriff, but without success.

The bank was closed all day yesterday
while the books were being checked up. At
the close of business hours, President Knox
announced, as stated above, that the loss
was only 35,600 In cash, and that several
hundred dollars’ worth of postage stamps,
the property of Postmaster W. B. Stickney,
and $490 in cash, the property of Samuel
Bucknell, the assistant Postmaster, was al-
g0 taken,

The clew that the robbers were the sams
band who robbed the mill at New Douglas,
Madison County, was abandoned, because
the descriptions do not tally. The leader of
the gang who robbed the Stock Yards
Bank was about & feet 2 Inches tall, was
well dressed, wore a high, standing, turn-
over collar, fedora hat and a long, black
overcoat. He had a heavy mustache.

The other two men were short and heavy
gni opne had a beard, while the other had
a mustache, Theze wore dark clothing. No
description of the other robbers could be
secured.  All wors bandana handkerchief
ovor thelr faces helow thelr eyes, which ef-
fectually concealed thelr features,

BANK USUALLY
CARRIED MORE CASH.

he Stock Yanls Bank was organized In
1869, and was capitalized for $100,000. It has
g surplus of $£06000. The purposa of the
bank is to give the commission men and tha
Interests at the yards banking facllitles,
which they did not have prior to the #=-
tablishment of ‘the hank - Because of Its
position, which f almost a mile from the
elty lmits, it has been tha custom for the
bank officlals to carry but Httls money (o
tha bank,

The most of the business done was by |
checks and drafts on other exchanges It |
i elnimed that the National Stock Yards |
pank does more business and handles Jess |
uetunl currency than any other bank of!
simlilar capital In the country.

President Knox says that very scldom s
there more than $10,000 in the bank's vault
over night, and Mondoy night he said that
thers was less than $5,000, a portion of
which the robbers did not carry off. Sun-
doy night there was more than $50,000 in
the safe. but this and several more thou-
sauds were paid out Monday, and the bank
had but comparatively little cash on hand.
There was much valuable paper In the
eafe, but this would be of no use to the
robhers, and It was not touched.

Lee Philpot, the nlght watchman, was
s. fering from severe palns In his lwnd'
interviswed by a Republle reporoeer i
His face was cut and brulsed

Mr. Philpot was one of the Rough Riders
who rode with Presldent Roosevelt, and
was commend.d for personal bravery.

1 was crossing the bridge leading to the
Exchange bullding from the Texas cattle
pens' eald Mr. Philpot, “when some one
called me by my first name. I turned areund
and the call was repeated. The man who
called stood In the shadow of the Exchangs
buliding, and 1 waiked towara ilin. It wes
early in the evening, and I had no thought
of rohbers, As 1 approached the man, I

in a few feet of them, two reyvolvers were
shoved into my face. T was commanded to
throw up my ands, and was cursed roundly.
I guese [ wana a little slow, as 1 tried to
get to my gun, for T was struck on the back
of the head with a billy and then my re-
volver was taken from me

“One of the robberz then placed the bar-
rel of his revolver In my right ear, and
In stréenuous langunge told me, ‘T'I1 bore
your ear out a little for you and make you
feel that you are on San Juan Hill again.’
Then he cocked the revolver. That sec-
ond' was an age to me. He came to the
conclusion that he had better not shoot me,
and the gang then gagged me and carried
me Into the stercotyplng room, where they
bound me hand and foot and then took out
some of their anger In kicking me,

“Ome of the men stood guard over me and
spoke to me occasionally. I was gagged and
couid only grunt replies when he gruffly
questioned me. He told me that he was
one of a crowd who had determined to
rob the bank, and then he laughed as if
the affalr was & huge joke. It was mid-
night before Eastep was brouzht into the
room, and then a short while later Clark
was adided to our company. The remaln-
fng time seemed the longest for me At
intervals suard would examine my
bonds and o ° .2 1 was comfortable. I
gue=s he meant if I was as comfortable as
could be expected under the circumstances,
and I grunted ‘yes'

“My arms and leges are still sore from
the bonds, and you can see for yourself
from the appearance of my¥ head the pain
it must give me. I think that if the men
are cuaptured I will be able to describe
the leader. who was the man who called to
me. 1 do not remember any man of his
height or build and do not understand how
he learned my noame."

NIGHT WATCHMAN CLARK
FOLGHT WITH THE ROBBERS.

L. W. Clark, the night fireman, wasz In-
dured on the head and on the body. He
had the hardest experience of the three.
He was entlng his supper when the three
robbers entered the engine-room and com-
manded him to throw up his hands. *“It
wne the first time [ bad ever been told to
throw up my hands and 1 did not intend
doing so until I had been forced.” said
Clark. [ had $I2.235—my week's salury—in
my pocket and I was not going to glve
this up without a struggle. 1 then thought
that the men were after my little maney.

“When I refused to throw up my hands
the men jumped on me. I fought them as
well ns I could, but they beat me into un-
consciousness, and the pext thing I knew
1 was bound and gagged and was in the
room with Phllpot and Eastep, The men
sat me on a bucket and I leaned angainst
a barrel. As soon as 1 dlscovered where L
was [ began to tec] the effects of the cold.

I was only lightly clothed, as the engine-
room was warm and I managed to get the
attention of the guard, Has rsmayed my

{

gag end T asked him to button my coak
He d!d so, and then he told me that he
did not want my money, and that, although
he ‘had taken it out of my pocket when
they searched me, he had replaced it in my
rear pocket. ‘We are golng to rob the
bank,” he told me. "We have to do this
because the rich ars oppressing the poor
and do not give us a chance to make an
honest lvelihood.

* ‘I bave a wife and thres babies at homs
who need food. Their wants will be sup-
plied to-night." This was all that he sald
to me, although he left the room several
times and when he returned he examined
my bandages. A short while after I had
been taken Into the room, I heard an ex-
plosion and the guard laughed. It was an
hour later bLefore he finally left us, and
then I crawled over to where Eastep lay
and managed to untle the cords about his
wrists. He then cut the cords about his
feet and freed Philpot and me, We hurried
to the Exchangs bullding and it only took
& glance to tell us that the robbers had
accomplished thelr job. We telephoned to
Mr. Jones and to Officer Monroe and to
the Police Department. Then we turned
our attention to our Injuries aod bandaged
them as well as we could.™

DID KOT WANT [ ¢
J. A. EASTEP'S MONEY.

J. A. Eastep, the assistant night watchs
man, was making his rounds when he was
surprigsed by the robbers. “I was walking
slowly on the porch when I was suddealy
eelzed from behind. and the next thing I
krew I was thrown into the stercotyplng
room with Philpot,” sald Eastep. *“When
I regained conscipusness I thought of my
weekiy salary, §12, and my watch. . The
guard told me afterwards that hs had not
taken my money or my watch, and that he
did not want either. He was after bigger
game, he said. “T had been bandled pret-
ty roughly, for I do pot remember much
of what transpired until the axplosion, and
then a short while liter Clark untied my -
bonds=, and I set Clark and Philpot free. I
did not get a look at the robbers, apd
therefore could not give a description of
them."
